Zoning, by amending Article XIV, Development Standards, Division 1, Off-Street Parking, 
Loading and Access, Subdivision B, Off-Street Parking Schedule “A ”, Sec. 61-14-53 of the 
1984 Detroit City Code. 

The proposed Zoning text amendment would authorize the Planning and Development 
Department to determine the most appropriate off-street parking requirement for manufacturing 
and production uses—whether one space per 800 square feet would be required or one space per 
3 employees would be required. Currently, manufacturing and production uses are required to 
provide the greater of those two specified calculations.
